There are 77 unions in the Trades and 
Labor Union. Their delegates represent not 
far from 16,000 to 16,000 tradesmen. Thére is one 
delegate allowed to each 100 or fraction of 100 
members of the Trades unions. Typograpical 
hasa membership of 860 and is entitied to 
nine delegates. These delegates, until a ro- 
cent action was taken, were N. J. Hartigan, 
Chairman; George W. Foster, Joseph O’ Hara, 
award Root, Sheridan Webster, L. F. 
Negele, J. A. Mueller, John M. Wash and B. 
F. Ayers, Mr. Webster was defeated at the 
election and then appointed by the union’s 
Executive Committee. 

SOCIALISTIC HEARINGS. 

„We found, said Secretary Hugh McMar- 
try, that Mr. Webster’s utterances and 
affiliations were not in accord with 
the feelings and interests of 
the union. He trained with the soctal- 
istic elernent, and whether he knew it or not, 
advocated socialistic doctrines. We tried to 
call him Gown, but with no result, and so we 
hed to retire him and send a substitute, Mr. 
James A. Martin. Mr. Webster was Secre- 

tary of the Trades and Labor Unton, and 
that union did not like to have him recalied. 
They sent a committee to us and asked for 
our reasons for recalling Webster. We 
politely bat firmly tola the committee that 
we could look after our oon private affairs 
without assistance.

It was ig the handwriting 
of Mrs. Mollie Francis Ellerbe, whose 
aMdavit filed with itz states that 
was written from his dictation on the. morn- 
ing of Nov. 34, between 9 and 12 o'clock, ia 
the presence of his sister, Mrs. Hallie Francis

nurse, Stella Bouton. The will was dated and 
signed in the left-hand corner of the last 
sheet by Sidney Francis in afvery, trembling, 
almost undetipherable, signature.

Fast Train of the Texas Pacific 
Held Up at Midnight. 


Express Car and Passengers. Robbed 
and the Fireman Wounded. 


THE BANDITS TOOK ALL THE MONEY 
AND VALUABLES IN SIGHT. 


Six Masked Men Did the Work—A Switch 
Wee Turned and the Train Forced on 
a Siding—Tne Lonely (Station at 
Duval, Tex., the Scene of the Crime— 
Abuse of Passengers Who Were Slow 
in Tila Their Possession. — 


Austin, Tex., Dec. 11.—The express car, 
looted of all the money and valuables in the 
safe; every passenger in the coaches robbed 
of their purses, watches and jewelry; a pis- 


| tol dall in the shoulder of Fireman Red Cor- 


rigan, isthe record of the hold-up and piun · 
der of the north-bound Texas & Pacific pas- 
senger train at Duval Station, fifteen miles 
north of Austin, at midnight last night. 

Corrigan’s wound is painful, but not dan- 
gerous. The amount of money taken from 
the express car and passengers is not yet 
known. There were five to ten men in the 
bandit gang, and their identity is not yet 
learned, though the trainmen give good de- 
scriptions of two of them. The brigands 
went at the work In a professional way. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

The north-bound Iternational § Rallway 
train passed this city last night on time at 
11:20, in charge of Conductor Joe Thomas, 
with Engineer Ed Rutledge and **Redd’’ Cor - 
rigan on the foot board. 

Approaching Duval, a lag station, sixteen 
miles north of this place, and within 100 or 
200 feet of the switch, Engineer Rutledge dis- 
covered the switch was open. The glare 
from the headlight of his engine disclosed 
empty cars standing on the far end of the 
switch, and he promptiy put on the air 
brakes and brougut the train to a stand-stiil 
before the locomotfve struck the cars. 

Just as he stopped the train two well-armed 
men ordered him and his fireman to step 
from the footboard. On landing on the 
ground they found themselves covered with 
revolvers in the hands of two unmasked 
men.

Two of them climbed into the 
car and forced HKufflnger, with threats of 
death, to open the safe. Speedily looting the 
same ofall the money and vatuables in it, 
the two robber, quit the car and joining 
their confederates a raid was made on the 
passenger coaches. 
ROBBING THE PASSENGERS. 

Three men passed through the coaches, 
while those on the outside kept up a constant 
and rapid fire of pistols to intimidate the 
passengers. This precaution was unneces- 
sary. The passengers had already taken the 
alarm, and many of them when the bandits 
entered were hiding under the seats. 

But the robbers madé them all stand and 
deliver. They took money and watches and 
finger rings when they appeared to be val- 
unable. One man did the robbing, while the 
others held six-shooters on the passengers. 

Charles Turner, a dus agent from this 
city, going out to meet the southbouna morn · 
ing train, saved his watch anc money by 
wrapping them in paper and throwing the 
package under the stove. The robbers, he 
says, appeared to have been drunk aud

When the second passenger coach was 
entered the robber in front appeared to be 
loaded down with packages, and he handed 
one on these to one of his pais in the rear.

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Steamer Ashore Six Miles North 
of Milwaukee. 


A Terrific Gale and a Blinding Snow- 
Storm Prevailing. 


THIRTY-THRER SOULS ON BOARD THE 
LABORING VESSEL. 


Bhe Is the F. & F. M., No. 8, of the Flint & 
Pere Marquette Line— How She Was 
Driven on the Rocks—The Vessel Ful! 
of Water and Pounding en the Bould- 
ere—The Life Saving Crew's Heroic 
Work—Rescus Begun by Getting Two 
Women Ashore— Waiting for the Sea: 


to Abate. 


MILWAUKER, Wis., Dec 11.—In a Diinding 
snowstorm andaterrific easterly gale the 
passenger and freight steamer F. and P. M. 
No, 8, of the Flint & Pere Marquette line, 
was driven on the rocky shore of Whitefish 
Bay at an early hour this morning. The 
steamer lay exposed to the full force of the 
gale and was continuously swept by heavy 
seas. 

Ine Gamer left Ladington, Mich. late 
yesterday, having a crew of about fifteen 
men, and with a passenger list numbering 
eighteen persons. The lake was exceedingly 
rough during the passage, bat it was not until 
the vessel was approaching the Wisconsin 
shore that her situation beeame alarming. 
During the night the gale steadily increased 
in violence and by 3 o' elock the storm was of 
unusual severity, even for * season of — 
year. 

A BLIZZARD ENCOUNTERED. 

At about 3:30 o’clock, when the steamer 
was within twelve or fifteen miles 
of Milwaukee, she encountered a 
Diizzard. The atmosphere became 
dense with sifting snow, which being driven 
by the gale completely obscured the north 
point of Milwaukee Bay and that at the uu - 
waukee pier. The steamer was carried off 
her course, and in attempting to feel her 
way into the bay she brought up on the 
rocks in Whitefish Bay. 


SCENE OF THE WRECK. 

The scene of the wreck Is about six miles 
north of Milwaukee harbor. At that point 
the shore makes a sweep inward, but it is 
wholly unprotected froma galein the east. 
The bottom of the lake is a mass of huge 
boulders, the shore is steep and at places a 
bold bluff rises almost perpendicularly from 
the Mater“ edge. For this reason the ef- 
ue were attended with great dif- 


: r struck the boulders 
she of 1 and word was 


telepbonied to this city. The life-saving.crew 
found that it would be impossible to pulf the 
surfbdoat to the scene of the wreck through 
the heavy sea, aud it was deemed equally 
impracticabie for a tug to attempt to tow the 
boat to Whitefish Bay. The surfboat was 
therefore placed on the surf-cart and the 
boat was taken overland to the beach oppo- 
site the spot where the disabled steamer 


2 THE TERRIFIC SEAS. 

Great difficulty was experienced in reach- 
ing the beach, and when the crew finally 
arrived on the scene it was found that the 
high seas and the high rocks and boulders 
that lined the bottom of the bay made it im- 
possible to use the surf boat. 

From the beach the vessel appeared to be 
ih a very baa position. She lay about 800 or 
1,000 feet from the shore and had 
swung with her stearn to the 
seas. She was: poending  fheavily 
on the rocks and was evidently full of water. 
The passengers had taken refuge on. the 
cabin and appeared to bein no immediate 
danger, but this fact did not deter the life- 
savers from hastening the work of rescue. 

THE RESCUE. 

The surf boat was spegaily trundied to the 
verge of the ice-covered beach and two 
score of willing hands forced the boat into 
the waves. The crew pulled against a high 
gale and dig seas, but after a struggle of ut - 
teen minutes the ife-savers reached the side 
of the vessel.

ECONOMY NEEDED. 

More than $250,000 have been spent on 
the city institutions during the past four 
years, but there is little to show for the 
money. All the old buildings are ina 
worse condition than ever, notwithstand- 
ing costly repairs, and the few new struct- 
ures are in bad condition. 

The additional tax of 20 cents on the $100 
will yield $550,000, a sum sufficient to 
make all these institutions habitable, pro- 
vided it is well spent. The wastefulness, 
not to say corruption, of tormer adminis- 
trations must not be repeated. Only a 
rigid supervision will prevent frauds like 
those which are now found to be so costly 
and which tax-payers are compelled to 
pay for. 

Whether or not an economical policy 
will be adopted depends wholly upon the 
officials who have the work in charge. 
The responsibility rests upon Councilmen 
and heads of departments. These are men 
of acknowledged business ability and un- 
questioned integrity in private life. If 
they pay proper attention to their duties 
and do notallow partisan considerations 
to sway them in the selection of subordin- 
ates and the letting of contracts there is 
no reason why they should not handle tax 
money for the city as carefully and pru- 
dently as they manage their own private 
business affairs.

ENGLAND AND GIBRALTAR. 

Sir Charles Dilke—who is a sort of 
‘‘know it all'“ in English politics—after 
expressing his opinion on diversand sun- 
dry things ina recent interview, is thus 
quoted: 

He advocates the retention of Gibraltar, 
unless it can be exchanged tor something 
more valuable. 

Thisis very much as i ssome eminent 


tentlon“ of Holland: Indeed, — 

are more likély to tose HU. 
the greed and ambition of 2 or 
France, than England is to exchange 
Gibraltar for anything whatever. 

England, which had long had envious 
thoughts in that direction, finally clapped 
her claw on Gibraltar in 1713. It was be- 
sieged in 1727, and again—by the com- 
bined forces of France and Spain—in 1779- 
88; when, under the direction of Sir 
George Augustus Elliott (afterwards Lord 
Heathfield) it made one of the most brill- 
lant and famous defenses, recorded in his- 
tory. During the 110 years which have since 
elapsed England has strengthened what, 
by nature, is the strongest fortress in the 
world in every possible way. Allthe ap- 
pliances of military science and art have 
been lavished upon it, and the historic 
Rock is now as nearly impregnable as it 
can possibly be made. Itis always garri- 
soned by a large force of picked troops, 
and always has food and ammunition suf- 
ficient for a siege of three years. 

England would almost as soon lose the 
Tower of London as Gibraltar, and cer- 
tainly would fight as long and hard to 
keep the latter as the former. Quite 
naturally, too; for Gibraltar isthe key to 
the Western door of the Mediterranean, 
and no ship can enter or depart by that 
door without England's permission. Hold- 
ing, as she also does, Malta in the center 
and Cyprus at the Eastern end, the Medi- 
terranesn is practically an English lake— 
with all that thisimplies. It is necessary 
that the mistress of the seas should be 
mistress of Gibraltar, and though it 
rightly belongs to Spain, being a part of 
Spanish soil, and is more or less of a men- 
ace to all the maritime powers of Hurope, 
England will never relax her grip upon 
Gibraltar while she-has a man or a musket 
to defend it.

To the Editor of the Poat- Disnateh: 

Regarding the Sunday observance question, 
which seems to be a favorite theme with 
Common Sense“ in this column, allow me 
a few words’ space.
